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Sewer requirements may hold 
key to apartment proposal 


With respect to the environmentat 
hearings to be heard tomorrow at 2 
p.m. in the town hall, the Town of 
Wilmington appears to be loaded 
for bear. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, 
the head of the town departments, 
and the chairman of the Board of 
Health and Planning Board held a 
long discussion Monday morning in 
the Town-Hall, 

The discussion was not open to 
the public. However, on the table at 
which the participants sat could be 
seen, among other things, copies of 
the environmental surveys which 
were made about five years ago for 
the Wilmington Water Department. 

Those surveys were made by an 
engineer named Paulding, of 
Groton: Mr. Paulding charted the 
underground flow of water 
throughout Wilmington, as well a 
the above-ground flow of water. 
The purpose was to allow’ the 
commissioners to protect their 
sources of water, present. and 
future, for the town. 

The hearings tomorrow are for a 
proposed mixed income apartment 
complex, off Ballardvale Street. 
Officials of Wilmington, very pro- 
perly, have been quietly refusing to 
discuss the subject in detail. The 
selectmen and the water commis- 
sioners do not wish to make 
statements which might be found to 
be prejudicial at 4 later time. 


Two women 
slain in 
,Lawrence 


Two women, both former 
residents of Wilmington, were 
found murdered in Lawrence early 
Wednesday morning: 

Linda Marie MeVicker, 31, and 
Mary Ann Neher, 32, were found 
about 6 a.m. in an apartment they 
shared at 91-Summer St. Both had 
been stabbed to death 

Linda MeVicker was the daughter 
of Robert and Joan McVicket of 16 
Lawrence Court. She had worked 
summers in the Wilmington Rec- 
reation program for many years. 

Mary Ann Neher had formerly 
lived at 52 Main St 

Both women were employed at 
Analog Devices in Wilmington 
The had lived in Lawrence for a 
only a few months. 
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Selectman Robert Doucette, for 
instance, has not discussed his 
property on Ballardvale Street. He 
owns 3 1/2 acres just southerly of 
the proposed project site. His land 
extends for seventy five feet along 
the state frontage for the inter- 
change to Interstate 93. 

More than several weeks ago, he 
told this paper that his property is 
not for sale, and that he believes 
there is no access to the proposed 
Wilmington Arboretum Project 
except through his property. There 
is a right of way that extends 
parallel to Ballardvale Sweet, for 
two homes, and it ends, it is be- 
lieved, at the second home. 

It seems the proponents believe 
they can get access through that 
right of way. There were rumors 
in Wilmington some time ago, 
before knowledge of the project 
became public, that the proponents 
were going to be accorded access to 
their property from off the Route 
93 ramp.[t must be emphasized that 
they were rumors, with no proof 
being evident 

If it should be that there is no 
Ballardvale Street entrance to the 
proposed project, it cduld be that 
such access would be available off 
Arlene Avenue. There is such a 
right, near the home of Cyril and 
Joanne Fay. That right of way, at 
this time, is proposed to be used by 
the proponents, for entrance for 
services by utilities. 

More important perhaps than the 
question of access and egress to the 
project is the question of environ- 
mental problems. 

There is a small stream, northerly 
and westerly of the site of the 
project, which in part is the 
boundary. That stream, flowing 
easterly, goes under Route 93, and 
through the Browns Crossing well 
field. That well field, establish 
in the 1920's, is the principal 
source ‘of water, for the town of 
Wilmington 

It was to protect the aquifer under 
that well field, and others, that led

to the survey by Mr. Paulding. The 
chairman of the Water and Sewer 
Commissioners, George Allan, is 
himself competent as an environ 
mental engineer to make such a 
survey, but, very properly, he 
avoids any claim of conflict of 
interest by hiring out-of-town 
engineers. 

The commissioners were visited 
last Thursday by Mr. Fay and 
Robert Gosse, also of Arlene 
Avenue. Those two men heard 
some discussion of the sewer 
problems, but the commissioners 
said nothing of the environmental 
problems which are practically 
certain to ensue. 

George Allan told the two men 
that the proposed project could be 
served by a public sewer, which 
would have to be constructed 
northerly along Woburn Strect 
The sewer would start at the point 
near Lucci's shopping center. The 
cost of construction would be 12 10 
14 million dollars. 

There is no possibility, Allan 
said, more than once, of getting a 
sewer to the project site by any 
other route. 

The sewer systems of Wilming- 
ton were engineered some years 
ago, and the commissioners have 
consistently refused any changes in 
the system 

There is one branch which serves 
the westerly part of Wilmington, of 


which a fair portion has been con- 
structed. There is another branch 
which is to eventually serve the 
easterly part of the town, on which 
there has been no construction. 

The water and sewer commis- 
sloners have in the past years 
refused to accept any proposals to 
extend sewers other than by the 
engineered plan. The proposal, for 
instance, some years ago, of 
sewering the Shawsheen Avenue 
School from Lake Street, was 
turned down, cold. Commissioner 
Arthur Smith termed it a "Chinese 
water clock", 

Arlene Avenue and nearby streets 
will eventually be serviced by the 
Woburn Street sewer, if and when 
it is constructed. Several firms 
have made proposals to use. the 
westerly sewer to service projects 
nearby, but all have been turned 
down 

Commissioners Allan and Smith, 
last Thursday, made it clear.that 
there will be no connection in the 
area to the westerly sewer. This 
project will have to be served by 
the Woburn Street sewer they said.

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--Drop-outs:

In response to a report citing a 
drop-out-figure of 25 students. at 
‘Wilmington High School in the past 
year, school committeemen took 
action last Wednesday to try to 
decrease that figure and conversely 
keep students in school. 

After exploring the issue at 
length, members agreed to Tony 
Accardi's suggestion to form a sub- 
committee to develop a program 
aimed at curtailing the drop-out 
rate in all grades. They also agreed 
to formulate’ a definition of drop- 
out and a procedure for computing 
the drop-out rate, 

WHS Principal Paul Fleming 
submitted the report at the insis- 
tence of committeeman Shirley 
Gallan. In addition to the drop-out 
figure, the report, which Callan 
likened to a "body count" in a bat- 
tle, showed 33 students transferred 
from the school, 10 placed in spe- 
cial education, one entering the 
service, and.one death, 

A former Project Intercede Di- 
rector, Callan had repeatedly 
requested the report throughout the 
year. During Wednesday night's 
discussion, Callan seemed to feel 
not enough effort was being made 
to keep students in school. She told 
fellow board members that once 
pupils leave the building, the 
chances of returning are greatly 
diminished, She also claimed that 
two-thirds of all drop-outs are 
either employed part time in low 
skill jobs or on welfare. 

Callan went on to question the 
statistics in the report and accuse 
administrators of "playing with 
figures.” 

“When you begin to blur the lines 
of what happens. . .we will never 
know what the drop-out rate is," 
she added.

Catherine Colclough has good 
reason to be happy these days: her 
18 year old son David has just made 
‘one of the most important decisions 
of his young life. 

David is a high school drop-out. 
In his own words, he dropped out 
of Wilmington High School a few 
years ago, "worked on and off” 
until he discovered this wasn't what 
he expected, then finally made the 
decision to "pull himself together” 
and go back to school. The decision 
couldn't have been easy. But David 
had some help. 

"I don't know where David would 
be today if it werén't for these 
people,” said Mrs. Colclough. 
These people were Guidance Coun- 
selor Elaine Levine, principal Paul 
Fleming, and administrators Ed 
Woods and Jack Lynch, all who 
played their part in his decision to 
return, 

‘As her son draped an arm around 
her shoulder in moral support, a 
radiant and relieved Mrs. Col- 
clough told school committeemen 
last week "this is my fantasy right 
here." She went on to tell an 
emotiongl story of family dif- 
ficulties, peer pressure, and ant

claimed his building's rate is in line 
with that in neighboring towns.

contributed to. David's original 
decision to go out on his own. She 
pointed to a divorce which ad- 
versely affected her three children 
and the death of her father which 
created its own impact on both 
herself and her youngsters.

"I was very firm my son would 
have a high school diploma,” she 
adds by way of explanation. 

Now, thanks to some determin- 
ation and courage on David's part 
and what his mom calls "a certain 
amount of growing up” during his 
"learning experience,” David will 
be returning to school this fall. He 
may face two more years, but Mrs. 
Colclough is confident he'll see it 
through. 

“I'm the mother of -a school 
drop-out. I couldn't say that before 
but I can say it now.” her son nods 
his head in silent assent. 


be to answer the question "what can 
we do better that we're not doing 
now?" said Spiris, adding that "we 
can't do anything toward solving 
the problem until we know what the 
problem is.” 

Fleming attributed the problem to 
such things as home difficulties, 
learning difficulties which aren't 
addressed, and low self-esteem on 
the student's part. 

Throughout the evening, commit- 
tee members fired questions at 
Fleming in an attempt to get at the 
root of the problem and clarify 
what was being done to prevent 
future drop-outs. 

When asked what steps he'd like 
to see taken to cut the r. Fleming 
replied a "schaol within a school” 
type set-up with reduced time, a 
counseling component, and special 
adjustments to meet student needs. 

A few of those present were of 
the opinion that some students just 
can't be helped despite all-out at- 
tempts to turn the situation around. 

"You can do what you want 
«Spend all the money you want,” 
said Juvenile Officer Bob Spenser, 
but from his personal experience, 
he said, the problem will still be 
there. 

“I don't think we're going to find 
acure-all to make it (the problem) 
go away,” affirmed Guidance 
Counselor Annette Curley. She 
suggested instead educators focus 
on all the needs of every student in 
Wilmington. 

"Tht drop-outs I know are indi 
viduals and they have individual 
problems,” she observed. 

Callan added that "something has 
to be positive about their exper- 
ience there (in school) or they don't 


~ Tech gets 
high marks in 
- accreditation report

Shawsheen’ Tech received high 
marks a recently released 
accreditation report by the New 
England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. The lengthy report was 
put together by a visiting team of 
educators with broad academic and 
vocational backgrounds following a 
three day evaluation of the school 
in March, 

While some specific recom- 
mendations were made for each 
shop and academic subject as well 
as other areas, the team stated that, 
overall, it was satisfied "that a high 
level of educational integrity is 
apparent.” 

According to the report, the 
object of the evaluation was to 
appraise the school’s educational 
program and offer ways to 
improve both the program and the 
school. All members of the New 
England Association of Schools and 
Colleges are required to have the 
evaluation followed by the 
submission of progress reports 
after two and five years. 

In general, the visiting team 
commended the Tech for the high 
caliber of its professional personnel 
and the enthusiasm, dé ion, and 
“diligent performances” of its staff; 
for "the broad spectra of occupa- 


tional offerings” and high percen 

tage of students placed in jobs; for. 
the “remarkable” retention of 
students from enrollment through 
graduation; and for "managing an 
extensive educational program in a 
time of limited financial resour- 
ces.” 

In general, the visiting team 
suggested the "formation of a 
broadly based curriculum develop- 
ed committee to address educa- 
tional program problems:" a more 
active community. relations pro- 
gram’ updated materials and 
textbooks; and the repair of such 
things as gym bleachers, wall 
dividers, lockers, and outdoor 
fences, The team also pointed out 
that the academic area "seems to 
have suffered" with the priority 
placed on a quality vocational 
program since the school's incep- 
tion, 

It was suggested that Tech 
educators divide the recommen- 
dations into those to be carried out 
immediately, those to be addressed 
in the near future, those to be 
considered in Jong range planning, 
and those which might be 
considered invalid. 

The Tech school committee is 
expected to set aside one evening in

The professional sports world has produced some happy 
Stories in the past recent days; namely Future Hall of Famer 
pitcher Tom Seaver joining the Red Sox, and Patriots’ All-Pro 
guard John Hannah retiring after a career to be proud of. 
Having played thirteen years in the NFL, during which time 
his teammates held him in awe, Hannah moves on to the world 
of financial management. He'll be the type of stock broker 
that will go the distance for your money. ~ 
Yet despite both of these instances, there is a cloud hanging 
over the professional sports in this country, and it has to do 
with the abuse of illegal narcotics and specifically cocaine. 
This controversy has climaxed with the sudden and shocking 
death of the Celtics first draft pick Lenny Bias, who played 
forward for the University of Maryland. Bias was the type of 
ball player who left a certain type of expression on your face 
when you saw him play the game. This guy really had his act 
together, with a magnificent career ahead of him; he was a 
prime pick for Boston. The Bias tragedy occured less than 
twenty-four hours after the announcement that he was coming 
to Bean Town. The University of Maryland student was 
pronounced dead the next morning, with a subsequent report 
from the Maryland Medical Examiner, Dr. John Smialek, 
stating that Bias died of cocain intoxication. 
The Boston sports world and the community at large was 
paralyzed by the news. And, as it became evident that young 
Bias was the victim of cocaine, the controversy concerning the 


, drug testing of professional sports players became even more 


heated. “Add to this the death last week of the Cleveland 
Browns football player Don Rogers of a severe overdose of 
cocaine. Thus, the debate’ concerning whether or not 
professional sports players should comply with a mandatory 
drug testing program has intensified greatly, with some very 
emotional debate on both sides of the issue. 

The position of the sports leagues is quite clear. They are 
pushing for the players’ unions to accept a program which the 
leagues view as a solution to the problem of drug abuse in 
professional sports today, By testing players for any sign of 
narcotics, on either a regular or surprise basis, the league will 
drastically reduce the incidence of drug abuse; and with 
something like the Lenny Bias situation, the leagues feel they 
may have the public support for their position which they have 
been hoping for. 

The players obviously view the issue as a civil libertarian 
one.--A-drug testing program will not necessaarily solve the 
problem of drugs, and it is an infringement on the rights of the 
players. At the college level such an infringement of rights is 
already going on. Namely, the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (N.C.A.A.) requires a mandatory drug testing 
Program_on a random basis covering the seventy-three 
championship games. We spoke with Ursela Walsh, Director 
of Research and Sports Science at the N.C.A.A. headquarters 
in Kansas City. When asked if their drug testing program was 
an infringement of the rights of the players, Walsh said, "I 
think that its not a right but a privilege to participate in the 
championship.” 

Of course the real question is how many rights are going to 
be tumed into ‘privileges’ in our society. And, why is the 
proféssional sports player to be treated any differently than, 
shall we say, the employee at a high-tech company. It would 
take a very naive individual to believe that professional Sports 
is-the only place you find drug abuse in America. The 
problem here is that we all expect too much from a football 
player or someone on the basketball court, certainly more than 
we expect from oufselves and other segments of our society. 
If we are going to test the players, why not the owners, the 
League officials, the sports press, the fans in the stands, the 
vendors, and even the guy or gal who sings the National 
Anthem. The point is, if were going to presume guilt on the 
part of every player -- and that's exactly what is being done 
through any mandatory drug testing Program -- we beiter be 
fair enough to apply that philosophy to all of us. 

An issue of great concem is that this is exactly what some 
people are proposing. Some companies are studying the idea 
of a drug test as a prerequsite for employment. That sounds 
like a wonderful compliment, As you complete your 
interview and find out the company wants you on board, they 
ask you for a blood sample so that they can prove to 
themselves and the public that your not addicted to an illegal 
drug. To put it all in a nutshell, people are responding ina 
radical way to the problem of drug abuse, now in professional 
sports, and perhaps eventually in many other sectors. But, 
people have to sit down and ask themsélves if they are will ‘ing 
to sacrifice their constitutional rights for the sake of the 


professional sports leagues or an employer. For those People ~ 


who believe the players should be tested, it would be 
interesting to see how quickly they themselves would agree to 
a mandatory drug testing program where they work. _ 

The solution to all of this is to act severely to anyone abusing 
drugs, whether in sports or private industry. Any player

Tewksbury and the 
Emerald Isle 


by Bill Conlon 

The peaceful little town of Tewksbury, in northern 
Massachusetts, isn't what it appears to be. Sure, it's a quiet patch 
of small town America, where the Stars and Stripes flutter in the 
breeze and kids tide their bikes through the center of town. 

But if you mention busing for private school students, 
Tewksbury starts to‘look like Northern Ireland. 

Those seven Irish counties under British control are in a 
constant state of turmoil. The issues in Northern Ireland are 
complicated, involving religion and politics both, and 
Americans don't fully understand what all the fuss is about, 

Tewksbury is the same way. No one has died over private 
school busing, but friendships have ended abruptly and the 
arguments rage on, with no end in sight. 

At the recent special town meeting, more than 1300 people 
showed up to chase the busing issue around some more. Since 
most of them left after voting on the busing issue, it's a sure bet 
they came for that and nothing else. 

A three-quarters vote was needed at the mécting to kill the 
funds for the busing but it wasn't achieved. The fact that 770 
voted to stop the busing, while 502 wanted to keep it, simply- 
shows how divided the town really is, 

Like a holiday shopper in Belfast, the school department is 
caught in the crossfire. Private-school busing used to be part of 
the regular school budget, like it is in may other towns. Then the 
issue became too hot to handle, so it was made into a separate 
item for the town's approval. After dozens of letters, arguments 
and votes, the debate roars on. 

Now, to up the ante over private school busing, a few lawsuits 
are in the works. The Civil Liberties Union of Mass. has 
threatened the town with a lawsuit to "enjoin the illegal 
expenditure.” In the other direction, a group of parents has 
hired an attorney who suggested filing-a complaint with the 
Attorney General -- then suing the School Committee! -- if 
Tewksbury doesn't go ahead with the busing. 

This one will probably go to the state Supreme Court. Simply 
put, the town can't decide. s ¥ 

Many of the town's residents are-in-one of two-camps over the: 
private school busing issue -- those who support private school 
busing and those who don't -- and the emotions run high on both 
sides. = 

‘The private school parents, let's call them the Privos, feel that 
their children should receive free transportation to school, just 
like any-other child in town. They feel they pay enough for 
tuition as it is. Their tax dollars are going into the school budget 
and they feel they deserve something for the money. The Privos 
hold that the funding has approved and the issue is decided, for, 
now at least. 

The public school parents, we'll call them the Pubs, feel that 
the public schools are there and that private school families 
should pay their owft way for everything. The Pubs argue also 
that the town can't afford the money for the private school 
buses. 

Some of those taking sides don't even have school age 
children. This issue goes far beyond just funding, or just school, 
or just buses. Add in the question about separation of church and 
State, since many of the private schools are parochial, and the 
deadlock grows more immovable. £ 

Néither side will yield:an inch. The strain and divisiveness in 
the town grows with each new round of fighting dver the buses. 
‘The article on the special town meeting came about because of a 
petition, and there's no reason to believe that another petition 
won't appear. ? 

The issue is complicated, the hard feelings remain and it's still 
neighbor against neighbor. .

Class sizes down in Wilmington

Class sizes in Wilmington’ are 
coming down. And, while the three 
elementary schools will be filled to 
capacity next year, say school 
officials, the intermediate schools 
will have extra building space. 

‘The Wilmington School Commit: 
tee was told last Wednesday that 
¢lementary classes in'the fall will 
average between 21 and 23 pupils, 
while the average class size in the 
intermediate schools will be 
between 17 and 19 students. 

Though kindergarten enrollments 
are "Significantly higher tham last 
year,” said Assistant Superinten- 
dent Henry Dembowski, and he is 
still getting calls from kindergarten 
parents, he felt class sizes will 
remain under 25 pupils. 


Committeemen questioned the 
wisdom of running some high 
school courses with few students 
signed up, but were told that some 
classes, like Ceramics I and IJ, 
overlap. 

They were told by high school 
principal Paul Fleming that course 
schedules would be mailed to 
students July 9, Fleming added that 
though they expect several changes 
in the elective area, the number of 
‘students requesting changes in the 
major subjects will most likely 
remain "minimal," 

Committeeman, Shirley Callan, 
refuted Fleming's claims saying 
they "don't constitute reality.” She 
further charged that scheduling at 
the high school was a “nightmare.”

It's now officially summer, and 
the bass-fishing is heating up faster 
than the weather, 

‘The recent rains put a damper on 
most of the bass action around the 
area, with hardly anyone reporting 
good catches. But the hot weather 
over the last few days has started 
stirring things up. with the bass 
population. It's time to get out 
there and enjoy. 

A weckend excursion to Peter's 
Pond in Dracut, where I go to catch 


._ hefty crappie for the fish dinners I 


keep promising everyone, turned 
up a blank. Just one crappie made it 
into the boat, but there were a few 
bass taken as well. They're heeere! 
Now that the bass have taken to 
the shallows in earnest, it's time to 
learn the subtle mysteries of the 
rubber worm, if you haven't 
already. There is nothing like 
rubber worms for bass. Period. 
My favorite way to use worms is 
with a Texas rig, which is both 
weedless and simple. Just shove the 
point of a large hook into the nose 
of the worm, push the pointabout a 
half-inch down, then out the body. 
Next, slide the worm up the shaft to 
the eye of the hook and dig the 
point back into the body where it 
looks natural. Don't expose the 
point of the hook or you'll lose the 


weedless qualities of the rig. 


Fishing with rubber worms takes 
a little skill, but once you learn how 
to use ‘em you'll never go back. 
They are pure magic on bass. 

Cast the worm to the near edge of 
some lily pads and let it sink. 
(Here's where a splitshot or a 
sliding sinker above the worm 
comes in handy.) That's it -- just 
let it sink, preferably with a finger 
on the line and the slack taken up. 
And give it plenty of time to reach 
bottom. 


The majority of strikes come 
during the descent, and the hit is 
Usually very light, hardly more 
than a tap. “Bass don't hit rubber 
worms; they just flare their gills 
and inhale them, 

The instant you feel the tap, hau! 
back and set the hook. Experiment 
if you'd like with delaying but most 


» bass are caught on the first tap. 


And expect lots of taps without fish 
to show for it; Sorry, Bass take the 
worms so lightly that it’s sometimes 
hard to bring the hook into play.” 

Color is a matter of preference, 
but I've had best results with 
purple, red and green. Worms with 
ripple tails have an outrageous 


- action in the water, but only the fish 


can say if they're any beuer. 

My biggest bass last year was a 
five-plus-pounder, caught on a red 
rubber worm at Long Pond in 
Tyngsboro. We were on the north 
end of the pond, casting toward 
shore around midnight. 

My worm was taking a beating in 
‘no more than a foot of water -- taps 
galore. Texpected to see dorsal fins 


“ithe moonlight, it was that 


shallow. | finally managed to hook 
one, which turned out to be a preuy 
hefty fish. Some of the other taps 
felt even stronger, but I decide to 
leave those bass for another night. 
No sense being greedy. (Riiight.)

Strange pets 
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And their North Shore owners

WAKEFIELD — Several 
questions come readily to mind. 
First: how do you pet a lizard? 
And: how ete possibly play 
“fetch-the-stick” with a boa 
constrictor? 

Never-the-less, even without 
salient answers to those mind 
boggling dilemmas, certain pet 
owners in the North Shore area 
are happily busying themselves 
with creatures most people 
would consider “‘strange."’ 

The owners themselves, of 
course, would never call their 
lizards, pythons, boa con 
strictors, tarantulas, chin: 
chillas, monkeys, exotic birds, 
ferrets, lion cubs, alligators and 
other assorted reptiles as 
“strange. 

Instead, they would call them 
“perfectly normal," and well. 
accepted members of the 
family. Especially the lady who 
always has breakfast with her 
parrot and the man whose 
parrot naps with him every 
afternoon. 

No, never call a lizard or 
python “‘strange”’ in front of its 

The owner and the 


python have other ideas 
on the subject. And the. python 
might “‘express”’ those ideas to: 
you in a most forthright 
manner. 

As one who sells a number of 
these “unusual pets’ to area 
residents, Stephen P. Scaffidi, 
owner of the Wakefield 
Aquarium & Pet Shop, contends 
that “‘a lot of people are looking 
for pets which are out of the 
ordinary. They aren't satisfied 
with dogs and cats anymore. In 
fact, I’m finding that people are 
getting bored with conventional 
animals.” 

Scaffidi, who has operated his 
Wakefield pet store for 10 years 
now, firmly believes that 
there’s “‘a growing number of 
people who enjoy having 
unusual things.” 

Which, he believes, accounts 
for why “‘lizards and snakes are 
becoming so popular these 
days.” He has, he added, 
several customers “who are 
Starting collections of snakes." 
Not only that, but a man in 


Winchester “‘has come in to bu 

any number of chinchillas.” 
And that’s one animal, he noted, 
rae makes a really excellent 


When it comes to snakes, he 
said, “we're finding that they 
hold up well in captivity.” And 
he felt that the stories about 
neighborhoods where a loose 
python has devoured everyone's 
else pet poodle are “rare 
indeed. Most people with snakes 
know how to control them." 

Scaffidi admitted that the 
government is “trying to 
control’ some type of pet 
ownership. For instance, people 
who want to have lions for pets 
“need to get permits.”’ 

However, that didn't stop one 
area lady from having both a 
lion cub and a “full-grown lion 
at home." Walking her lion cub 
one day though, she noticed how 
“everyone was keeping their 
distance." 

As she put it, “I never have to 
worry about being mugged or 
robbed. And I pity any robber 
who breaks into my house. They 
would find themselves face to 
face with one huge cat.” 

In__ recalling other 
residents ‘‘with unusual 
collections,” Scaffidi told of the 
man “‘who bought an alligator 
not that long ago, and recently 
he came back because he wants 
amonkey.”” 

Two of the less “unusual’’ 
types of pets, Scaffidi said, were 
tropical fish and exotic birds.

“Tropical fish are still the 
biggest seller,” he pointed out, 
“and next comes exotic birds. 1 
know people with whole 
collections.” 

One of those people, Michael 
Bowen of Reading, with 47 
parrots, is now considering 
breeding the birds. As he put it, 
“T've had all sorts of other pets, 
but you can never take them 
with you on a vacation.”” 

As for his own birds, if he 
doesn't take them with him 
when he goes away, ‘they bite 
me.” After all, he said, “‘they’re 
just like’ kids. The more 
attention they get, the more 
they want.” 

Bowen said he has a very 
“talkative” collection, and they 
never let him forget ‘they're 
around. They go on and on for 
hours at a time." And he has 
one, he said, “who stands on his 
head.” 

Of course, now that his 
collection has grown so large, 
Bowen said that what he wan! 
to do was to build ‘‘an outside 
a ” because it now 


Right now, Bowen added, he 
had four birds ‘who talk,”” And 
the way get them to talk is

Spring training: where hopes are eternal

Hope springs eternal, as the saying 
goes, and for baseball fans that is 
especially true this time of year. In 
spring training, all teams are equal: 
everybody's in the pennant race. 

Spring training is baseball's version of 
the Christmas season, a festive time of 
year that leads up to the big moment 
Opening Day. Fans scrutinize and 
reevaluate their local nines, and some- 
how their chances in the pennant race 
always seem positive. 

The ritual of spring training started 
back in the 1880s when Cap Anson took 
his Chicago White Stockings to Hot 
Springs, Ark., to train. The Chicago 
winters were notoriously harsh, leaving 
the White Stockings little time to play 
ball, and Anson thought taking the club 
to Arkansas might be a good way to get 
ahead start on his competitors. He was 
right, and soon the rest of the teams in 
the major leagues followed suit 

Spring training is, for many players, 
simply a time to get into playing shape 
There is nothing to accomplish there sta 
tistically — that starts in April. Still, 
when a player has a poor spring, fans 
stant to wonder, . 

Many times the fans’ worries are for 
naught. In 1949, for example, Red Sox 
lefthander Mel Parnell had a disastrous 
training camp, with an earned-run 
average somewhere around 20. But 
when the bell rang, he was ready 
Parnell enjoyed his greatest season, 
posting a 25-7 record with a 2.78 ERA 
He also led the league with 27 complete 
games. 

Then there's the other side of the 
coin. In 1960, the Red Sox brought into 
camp veteran righthander Tom Sturdi. 


vant. He had an outstanding camp and 
was named starting pitcher for Opening 
Day — whereupon he was bombed by 
the Washington Senators. Sturdivant 
had done his best pitching in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., and would win just a handful of 
games in his only season with the Red 
Sox. 

Some players need the six weeks of 
spring training to shed the excess pound- 
age they acquired over the winter. In the 
late 60s Red Sox lefthanded reliever 
Sparky Lyle announced that he was com- 
ing 10 camp in his best shape ever. Some- 
how, during the drive between his home 
in Danvers, Mass., and Winter Haven, 
Fla., he managed to put on 40 pounds. 

Some players dislike training camp 
Ty Cobb would hold out in 
contract negotiations during the spring 
It was thought that he was wrangling 
over money, but actually, as he revealed 
after he retired from the games, holding 
out was simply Cobb's way of avoiding 
training camp. 

Most major league players remember 
their first. training camps like they 
occured yesterday. Babe Ruth once 
recalled the trip to his first training camp 
in Fayetteville, N.C. He was young and 
naive, and his teammates decided to 
have a little fun at his expense. Ruth had 
never been on a train before, and he 
wondered what the sling above each 
sleeping compartment was for. The 
slings actually are for storing extra bag- 
gage, but Ruth's teammates told him he 
should put his pitching arm in the sling 
while sleeping. Ruth did, and the next 
day he could barely move his arm. This 
drew the wrath of the team owner, Jack 
Dunn, who. warned his players that any- 
one who fooled around with his pitching, 
phenom would be dealt with severely 
Heeding the warning, the players told 
anyone who came into conjaet with the 
team not to play jokes or’Ruth because 
he was “‘Jack Dunn's babe."" Hence the 
nickname **Babe"’ Ruth. 

Spring training has become a bonan- 
za for the communities in Florida and 
Arizona. For six weeks they are the ma 
jor leagues — with thousands of tourists 
becoming part of the scene. And while 
most- training sights are tourists’ 
delights, one team has long been known 
for spartan-like training conditions: the 
Houston Astros. Their very first train 
ing camp, when they were known as the

post called Apache Junction, Ariz. One 
day catcher Clint Courtney got into his 
car and found a rattlesnake on the front 
seat.
